Lexington Battle 


Began Revolution

When 
C aptain 
John 
Parker and his 60 or 70 
minutemen lined up in rough 
order on Lexington Common 
on the early morning of April 
19, 1775, they could not have 
known that the day’s events 
would shake the world. 


Parker had no intention of 
trying to stop the vastly 
superior 
force 
of 
a p ­ 
proaching redcoats. And 
Major Pitcairn of the ad­ 
vance infantry of the British 
on their way to Concord to 
destroy colonial m ilitary 
supplies expected to pass 
through without trouble. 
When 
they 
reached 
Lexington green, Pitcairn 
decided that he had better 
disarm the small force that 
faced him, and he ordered 
the m ilitia to lay down its 
weapons. 
Captain 
Parker 
told his men to disperse. 
Some of the m inutem en 
headed for cover, but not one 
gave up his gun. 
A shot was fired - by

sure. Violence erupted on the 
little common. Before the

Concord, eight minutemen 
lay dead and ten others were 
wounded. Only one British 
soldier was injured. 
Adams Excited 
“ Oh! What a glorious 
morning this is! exclaimed 
Samuel Adams, when he got 
the exciting 
news. 
For 
Adams the skirmish on 
Lexington green meant that 
the War for Independence 
had 
begun. 
Long 
since 
convinced that this was the 
only solution to American 
problems, he rejoiced that 
fighting had begun. 
The British force of 700 
men sent out by General 
Gage from Boston had not 
surprised 
the 
colonists. 
Warned in plenty of time by 
Paul Revere and William 
Dawes that 
the redcoats 
were 
coming, 
the 
minutemen 
had 
alerted 
themselves. But no one knew 
that fighting would break 
out. Yet, crisis was in the air 
and some 
incident 
was 
bound to trigger an ex­ 
plosion. 
It was a time of much 
u ncertainty. 
P o litic a l 
practices of long standing 
were being interrupted, and 
the colonists were angry. 
Why should practices that 
had gone on for generations 
be 
suddenly 
changed? 
Accustomed 
to 
governing 
themselves, the colonists 
resented tighter rule by 
Great 
Britain-Parliamen­ 
tary taxation, enforcement 
of trade regulations, closing 
the port of Boston, changing 
the 
government 
of 
the 
colony. Where would it end? 
The day of Lexington and 
Concord 
did not provide 
answers to these burning 
questions; but the bloodshed 
of that day showed how high 
tempers were running. 
British Continue 
Advancing to Concord, 
about seven miles to the 
west, the British burned a 
large 
number 
of 
gun 
carriages and cut down a 
liberty pole. A detachment 
marched to the North Bridge 
and then on to destroy other 
military supplies at Colonel 
James Barrett’s farm. At 
the North Bridge, 
militia 
exchanged shots with a 
British detail with a few 


casualties on 
both sides. 
Here, as 
Ralph 
Waldo 
Emerson put it, was “ fired 
the shot heard round the 
world.” 
Before the commander of 
the British raid- fat and 
lethargic Lieutenant Colonel 
Francis Smith- began the 
return to I^exington and then 
to Boston, the whole coun­ 
tryside was alarmed. And 
minutemen 
from 
all 
the 
surrounding 
towns 
had 
seized their muskets and 
hurried towards the scene of 
battle. It would be a long, 
bloody march back to safety 
for the redcoats. 
Militiamen by the hun­ 
dreds gathered along the 
road the British would have 
to follow. If reinforcements 
had not reached Smith near 
Lexington, his entire force 
might well have been 
an­ 
nihilated that afternoon. 
Firing from behind trees, 
walls or whatever cover they 
could find, 
the aroused 
m ilitia 
harassed 
the 
exhausted troops all the way 
to Charlestown. The British 


raid into the countryside cost 
them 273 casualties to 93 for 
the Americans. 


Siege Begins 
Following this first battle 
of the American Revolution, 
colonial forces closed in on 
Boston and began a siege 
that lasted until the British 
evacuated 
the 
town 
in 
March. 1776. The excited 
militia -some of them from 
distant 
places- 
that 
gathered 
at 
Cambridge 
under the command 
of 
General 
Artemas Ward, 
were the nucleus of the 
Continental Army soon to be 
created by Congress. 


Many 
affidavits 
were 
taken from participants and 
witnesses of events on the 
fateful day of Lexington and 
Concord. No charges of 
British atrocities are to be 
found in these statements, 
but this did not prevent 
Patriot propagandists from 
writing versions of the battle 
which accused the regulars 
of 
brutality 
and 
many 
barbarities

Reading Important

NEW YORK (UPI) - Up 
until the seventh grade, 
Kathleen Joy Rice was a 
failure in most school sub­ 
jects. 
She never could catch on to 
reading. 
But 
she 
was 
something of a puzzle. She 
caught on to math 
Testing showed Kathleen 
Joy has an extremely high 
IQ That is, when concerned 
persons in her life had her 
tested. It happened when she 
was 13. 
There was an unpleasant 
side to the doctor's report. 
The young lady never would 
learn to read. She had 
dyslexia, 
a 
medical 
disability. It keeps a person 
from reading the written or 
printed word. 
There is help for children 
so handicapped. The help 
must come in the pre-school 
years. For Kathleen Joy. the 
diagnosis came too late. 
Today, Kathleen Joy is 23. 
an honor student, and in her 
first 
term 
at 
Columbia 
U niversity's 
School 
of 
E ngineering and Applied 
Science. 
She hopes to complete her 
work for a degree in civil 
engineering 
by 
1977, 
finishing work she began at 
Purdue in Indiana back in 
'69. 
There has been no miracle 
to control the dyslexia—an 


inability to link a written 
work with a corresponding 
spoken word or idea. 
According to Dr. Richard 
L. Masland. a professor in 
the 
D epartm ent 
of 
Neurology 
at 
Columbia 
U n iv ersity’s 
College 
of 
Physicians and Surgeons, a 
dyslexic can see a tree and 
speak its name. But when a 
dyslexic 
sees the word 
“tree” written, he cannot 
associate it with the grow ing 
thing. 
Though 
some 
doctors 
believe dyslexia is a form of 
minimal brain damage, no 
one is yet certain about what 
it is or even how’ many 
people 
have 
it. 
Some 
authorities 
estim ate 
as 
many as IO per cent of all 
school-age 
children 
are 
hobbled by the disability. 
How 
Kathleen 
Joy 
got 
from “failure” to honors and 
engineering school is a story 
involving lots of pluck and 
aid from others. 
The help started with her 
parents. Once the trouble 
was pinpointed, the parents 
immediately began reading 
aloud assigned books. 
The 
form er 
failu re’s 
grades 
shot 
up. 
She 
graduated as valedictorian 
of 
W estern 
High 
in 
Louisville, Ky.; class of ’69. 
Purdue aided her in coping 
with the disability, but Kath­ 
leen Joy was told that she 
would have difficulty as a 


woman in her chosen field of 
engineering so she left 
school in 1971. 
She went 
to 
work 
for 
engineering 
firm s 
and 
learned her jobs without 
ever reading the instruction 
manuals. The disability does 
not 
prevent 
her 
from 
recognizing figures, charts 
or blueprints. 
This year Kathleen Joy 
decided to try again for that 
degree. 
She 
learns 
by 
listening to her basic texts on 
tapes, made for her by 
Recordings for the Blind.

Multiple baking 
saves on energy

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — To save energy I try to bake several 
things when the oven is on but am baffled at where to set 
the oven temperature. For exam ple, chicken takes a 400- 
degree oven, a cake 350 degrees and so on. Is there som e 
ratio to follow besides extending the time on item s that 
require higher heat? — Claire. 


DEAR CLAIRE — The energy conservation department 
of a large utility company advised me that homemakers 
should plan to cook at one time things that require the sam e 
degree of heat whenever possible. However, when cooking 
the two things you mentioned and they were cooked at 350- 
degrees until the cake was baked and then the chicken was 
left to cook longer the cost would be about the sam e to in­ 
crease the heat to 400 degrees as to leave it at 350 degrees.

DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve pertains to a beautiful and ex­ 
pensive housecoat my husband gave me for Christmas. It is 
beautiful except for the way the buttons are sewed on. And the 
buttonholes are something else. Each button had a loose thread 
(there are seven). After pulling on one thread I knew I had to 
resew each of them. Instead of tightening the ravelled thread the 
buttons all fell off. I also had to fasten the end of the thread on 
each button hole, except one they were so poorly made. When I 
pay a top price I expect good quality workmanship. — VICKI. 
DEAR VICKI — I recently had the sam e thing happen with the 
buttons on a shirt-type blouse from a leading shirt and blouse 
maker. Your Peeve reminded me of my thoughts on this subject. 
- POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY — To thread a needle with heavy thread I first 
pull a loop of regular thread through the eye, slip the heavy 
thread through the loop and then pull it through the eye. Presto, 
the needle is quickly and easily threaded. — MRS.R L. 
DEAR POLLY — My carpet had been installed just a week 
when a cigarette was dropped on it and went unnoticed until it 
had burned its length. A carpet man said it would cost at least $35 
to repair the carpet by using fibers from pieces I had left from 
the installation but I came up with a cheaper and easier solution. 
I put a bright light over the damaged area and used my tweezers 
to pull up the individual fibers and then snipped off only the hard 
burned and discolored ends of the random cut and loop carpeting 
When finished with this I had only about a quarter teaspoon of the 
burned pellets. I eased the fibers in the carpet together and the 
spot is entirely unnoticeable. — J.A F. 
DEAR POLLY — Those mothers who knit gloves and mittens 
for their children should make much longer cuffs so the snow or 
cold will not go up the youngsters’ arms. — DEBBIE.

Col. 1:18 - “He is the head 
of the body, the church, he is 
the beginning, the firstborn 
from the dead that in 
everything he might be 
preeminent.” 
Salvation is a corporate 


situation in that it requires a 
direct relationship with 
Christ. But in another sense 
it is not corporate. It does not 
come from being part of an 
organization. Nor does it 
come from “ joining the 
church” ; it is the result of an 
individual having a personal 
encounter with the person of 
Jesus Christ through faith. 
Salvation, however, does 
result in incorporation. 
Those who are saved are 
added together as a result of 
their relationship with Christ 
(Acts 2:47). 
In Colossians Paul states 
that Christ is the head of the 
body which is the church. 
There is but one body (Eph. 
4:4) and there is but one 
head--Christ. “The church is 


not merely a ‘society’ but is 
defined in terms of its 
organic communion with 
Christ.” 
(Wycliff 
Bible 
Comm., p. 1338). The church 
is often described as a “body 
of Christians” and this is 
true. But the church is never 
going to grasp its total 
reality until it sees itself as 
the “body of Christ.” This is 
an overwhelming emphasis 
of the Word. 
Only in the name of Christ 
can the body come to unity in 
faith and knowledge and yet 
maintain its diversity of 
function. As a body of 
Christians the church is 
measured in terms of human 
weakness. As the body of 
Christ it is measured in 
terms of His perfection. 


Church of the W eek 


When a Christian scorns the 
idea of being a part of the 
body he has forgotten his 
weakness. He stands without 
to pass judgment on the body 
of Christ. In his pride he has 
separated himself from the 
body; and in separating 
himself from the body he has 
turned loose of Christ. No 
member of the body is, in 
and of himself, capable of 
being a “body.” He is only a 
member and as such he has 
a great need for the other 
members of the body. He 
needs the other parts to 
become a whole. To see this 
necessity is to see body life. 
Therefore, “church” is not 
something you attend. It is 
the body of Christ of which 
we are a living part. Christ is 
in us and we are in Christ. He 
gave his body on the cross 
for the sins of the whole 
World that we might be 
reconciled to God. When we 
are baptized into Christ we 
put on Christ and put off our 
sins (Gal. 3:26, 27). We all 


need Christ and we all need 
the fellowship of his body the 
church.

Rabbi Menachem Rodal te­ 
aches a language that is 
thousands of years old. He 
teaches Hebrew to children 
between 6 and 13 years old. 
And he uses teaching tech­ 
niques 
which 
some 
educators say is futuristic. 
The children are learning 
the Old Testament in its 
original form through a 
combination of individual 
and group instruction and 
tape 
recorded 
learning 
programs. 
Rabbi Rodal is a teacher 
at Yeshiva Achei Tmimim, a 
Jewish day school in Pitts­ 
burgh’s Soho District. He 
uses 
teaching 
methods 
pioneered by the University 
of Pittsburgh’s Learning 
Research and Development 
Center. 
And 
the 
modern 
techniques the 
bearded 
Orthodox rabbi uses appear 
to be working—and working 
quite well. 
A group of four 10-year-old 
girls in one of his classes not 
only translate Hebrew tes­ 
taments, they interpret what 
they read into modern 
terms, question what they 
don’t 
understand 
and 
criticize and applaud what 
they do understand. 
And the same techniques 
used in the same reading, 
science and mathematics 
classes that are taught in 
public schools place vir­ 
tually all students at the 
Yeshiva in the top IO per cent 
in state-wide achievement 
tests given all public school 


students in Pennsylvania. 
The school has not always 
offered 
tape 
recorded 
lessons and lofts overlooking 
downtown Pittsburgh to 
fo ster 
sel f mot ivated 
reading. 
Only recently has the 
school even been housed in a 
building large enough to 
handle its 120 students. 
Yeshiva Achei Tmimim 
was founded in 1943 by Rabbi 
Sholom Posner as the first 
Jewish day school outside of 
New York and Chicago. 
He still holds the reins of 
the school and his daughter, 
Mrs. Keny Deren, is the 
Hebrew principal. There 
also is a secular principal, 
Rabbi Charles Weiss. 
“The purpose of Jewish 
education is not just to give 
knowledge,” Rabbi Posner 
said. “It is to train children 
in learning how to live with 
the 
gifts 
only 
man 
possesses. ” 
And Rabbi Posner has a 
very simple rule in teaching 
Hebrew 
and 
Jewish 
philosophy. 
“If you want a good school 
for Hebrew, you need a 
better school for English.” 
So an involved parent, 
Mrs. Rita 
Herman, con­ 
tacted 
officials 
at 
the 
university and the Yeshiva 
became the first school to 
experiment with Individual 
Prescribed Instruction. 
“This is a great program 
to keep students interested,” 
she said. “Through work­ 
books and taped lessons, the 
child proceeds at his own 
pace through 20 books. Even 
the 
biggest 
behavior 


problem children bloomed. 
“We all remember the 
boredom we felt while we 
waited for the slowest child 
to ‘catch on’ to a lesson. On 
the other hand, we might 
recall having to rush through 
a subject before we com­ 
pletely understood it. The 
use of tape recorders helps 
solve this. Taped lessons 
allow for the children to be 
individual in their rate, but it 
also permits the teacher to 
give individual tutoring to 
children not working on the 
tapes.” 
Rabbi Rodal took the 
principles 
of 
the 
IPI 
program and adapted them 
*o teaching religion. 
“Many parents are afraid 
of religious school,” Rabbi 
Posner said, and added with 
a laugh, “They are afraid of 
my frock coat and beard, 
although the hippies helped 
there. 
We 
need 
more 
students.” 
And money is short. 
“I still have to carry the 
financial burden,” said the 
rabbi, who is in his late 60s. 
“We get some help from the 
Jewish Federation of Pitts­ 
burgh. And we accept all 
Jewish children, no matter 
how little the parents can 
afford to give us.” 
Rabbi Posner and his 
daughter see a resurgence of 
interest in religion and they 
are confident the enrollment 
of their scnool will increase. 
“We cannot be satisfied 
just being Jewish,” Rabbi 
Posner said. “We must be 
fruitful in being Jewish, bear 
children and teach them our 
Jewishness.”

Plano Edges Paris 2-1

In an ace against ace thriller, the Plano 
Wildcat baseball machine rolled to its 16th 
victory of the season with a 2-1 win over 
District 13-AAAA defending champs Paris 
Friday. 
Plano’s latest win, played on the East 
Texas home ground of Paris, was perhaps 
their sweetest of the season. 
Last year, Paris beat Plano twice 
enroute to the district championship, each 
time by a single run. 
“ This year it’s a little different,’’ Plano 
Coach Rommie 
Maxey said. 
“ We’ve 
beaten Paris twice and each time it has 
been by one run. I don’t know how much it 
means, but it looks like we’re a one run 
better ball club than last year’s district 
champs.” 
, 
Plano has a right to be proud with their 
two victories over Paris this season. Paris 
has seven of nine starters from their 1974 
district championship team on the 1975 
version squad, including an all-district left 
handed ace hurler named Rim Wright. 
However, not even Wright’s fast balls 
could silence Plano bats Friday as the 
Wildcats pounded the senior lefthander 
seven times to score two runs, taking the 
game win in extra innings. 


Pianos win gives them a <-u district 
record and a season mark of 16-1. As in 
their earlier wins, Friday’s victory was 
due to strong pitching, excellent defense, 
clutch hitting and fool proof base running. 
Sammy Bickham Jr. boosted his pit­ 
ching record to 6-1 for the season with the 
Paris win. The all-district southpaw ace 
pitcher wasn’t superlative in his eight 
innings for Plano, but he was more than 
effective. 
Except for four walks, a rarity, and 
three hits, Bickham pitched a flawless 
game. The lanky hurler struckout IO 
batters and 
received 
almost 
perfect 
backup from his fielders. 
Mistakes Cost Run 
The Plano defense made a couple of 
crucial mistakes that cost them the lone 
run Paris scored to knock the game into 
extra innings. 
In the bottom of the fifth inning, Paris’ 
B. McKee was walked with two outs. Then 
McKee broke for second base, drawing 
Plano catcher Randy Cox’s throw to 
prevent the stolen base, however, the ball 
got by second baseman Lee Warren and 
rolled into Centerfield. Tony Wallis at­ 
tempted a sweeping catch but came up 
with nothing but air as the ball rolled past 
him. By the time Wallis got the ball and 


mrew to homeplate, it was too late, speed 
merchant McKee had scored. 
The two back to back Plano fielding 
errors cost Plano the run and tied the 
game at 1-1. 
Neither team was able to score in the 
sixth or seventh innings but in the eighth 
inning, Plano wasted no time in scoring^ 
and putting an end to the overtime game. 
Leftfielder Randy Newton led off with a 
groundball double that went down the 
third baseline. Paris’ Philip Anderson, 
leftfielder, was playing near Centerfield 
and by the time he got the ball, Newton 
was on second base. 
Second baseman Lee Warren followed 
with a bunt single, designed as a sacrifice 
to move Newton to third base. However, 
Paris prevented Newton’s advance but 
allowed Warren on base. 
Then pitcher Bickham sacrificed to 
move Newton to third base and Warren to 
second base. Power hitter Tony Wallis 
then laid a sacrifice bunt down the first 
baseline that scored Newton, and moved 
Warren to third base, but also giving Plano 
their second out. 
The inning ended on Randy Cox s ground 
out to shortstop, leaving Warren stranded. 
In the bottom of the inning Plano put 
Paris down, one, two and three to cap the 


game win. 
FIRST RUN IN FIFTH 
Plano scored their first run in the fifth 
inning. With one out, right fielder Jace 
Wood singled to the shortstop who's 
mental mistake put Wood on base. With 
first baseman George Hunter at bat, Wood 
stole second base. 
Hunter struckout for (Hit number two 
and Coach Maxey substituted Dale Efaw 
for Wood. With Newton at bat, Coach 
Maxey used a hit and run play that was 
good for a single by Newton to right 
Centerfield, plus a score by Efaw- who went 
from second base to homeplate in a flash 
Efaw was almost to third base he had such 
a jump on the pitch on the hit and run play. 
Plano batters generally had a good day 
against Wright. Although the ‘Cats 
struckout nine times, they got seven hits. 
Newton had a two for four day at the 
plate, with a single and double. Lee 
Warren had two bunt singles, and singles 
were added by Bickham. Wallis and Wood. 
Plano’s win leaves them one game in 
front of all other 13-AAAA teams with 
seven games to go. 
Plano's next game is Monday against 
Denton at Plano at 5 p.m. The game is a 
make up from April 8. Tuesday, Plano 
travels to Lewisville for a 5 p.m. game.
